xious to  see  that  none  develop. 
This  feeling  was  bolstered  by  the 
fact  that  Romania  appeared  not 
to  be  seeing  eye  to  eye  with  Mos- 
cow on  certain  issues,  including 
economic  relations.-

MR.  DOYLE,  23,  was  born  in 
Los  Angeles,  attended  BYU  for 
five  years  and  planned  to  return 
to  BYU  to  complete  work  on 
his  bachelor’s  degree. 

Survivors  include  his  bride  of  a 
year,  his  baby  daughter  Kelley 
Ann,  grandparents  Earl  Barnes 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roscoe  John- 
son, all  of  Colton. 

Also  surviving  him  are  two 
brothers,  Joseph,  San  Bernardino, 
Calif.,  and  James,  Colton.
